GORE PRAYING 

WHEN NEWS CAME. 
BY BEN COOPER.

Milledgeville, Ga., September 14.— 
The angel of death, hovering over 
the state prison farm today ready to 
swoop down and bear away the soul 
of Mell Gore, was banished tempo- 
rarily this afternoon when word from 
Atlanta gave notice of a stay of execu- 
tion. At 2:30 o’eclock, Gore left the 
prison in custody of Deputy Sheriffs 
R. T. Tolbert and Charlie Griffin, for 
Fulton tower. 

Like wildfire word spread through 
the state penitentiary and into Mil- 
ledgeville upon receipt. of the message 
from Atlanta stating that the supreme 
court had granted an _ eleyenth-hour 
rule nisi, and inmates of the, state 
prison rejoiced with Gore. 

The execution had spread a_ pall 
of horror over the entire institution. 


of 


Informed by one of his attorneys— 
Louis S. Maritzer, of New York—of 
the action of the highest state courts, 
Gore gave Mr. Maritzer a convulsive 
shake of the hand and exclaimed fer- 
vently: “God does answer prayer -aft- 
er all; doesn’t He?” 

A wet-eyed ring of friends and of- 

ficialg nodded affirmation. 
Doomed Man at Prayer. 

Led by the prison chaplain, Gore 
and his relatives and friends were 
praying when Mr. Maritzer, his eyes 
nlight with the happy news, entered 
the death cell.

PHONE RATE CHANGE 


HEARING DATE Stl 


Hearing on the petition of the 
Southern Bell Telephone company for 
revision of certain long distance toll 
rates was set for ‘Tuesday, September 
21, at the meeting of the Georgia 
public service commission Tuesday, 
according to James A, Derry, chair- 
man, 

Revisions asked in the telephone 
company's petition will affect station 
to station calls between 8:30 p. m. 
and 4:30 a. m.. on which charges 
will amount to about 50 per cent of 
the day rates on station to station 
ealls. Increases on night rates will 
amount to about five to ten cents a 
call if provisions in the petition are 
allowed, it was explained. At the 
same time a change will be made so 
as to permit charges on station to 
station calls to be reversed, which can- 
not be done under the present system. 

All proposed revisions are to apply 
to calls between distances not less 
than 386 miles and not more than 380 
miles. A reduction in tol] rates on sta-

‘SHORTS BUYING 
SENDS WHEAT UP 


Chicago, September 14.—(?)—Ag- 
gressive buying by local and eastern 
shoris combined with impressive 
strength in Winnipeg, gave wheat 
values a decided turn upward today. 
Despite a slight reaction, just before 
the close when some early buyers 
turned to the selling side, the market 
closed strong at a net gain of 1 7-8 
to 3c. Corn finished 3-8c down to 
3-Se up, oats gained 1-4 to 7-Sc, and 
provisions were 6c lower to 2 L-2c 
higher. 

Most of the wheat news was of 
a bullish character, Mains and sume 
snow were reported in the Canadian 
northwest and there were numerous 
reports indicating that threshing was 
being delayed because of the weather. 

The Liverpool market showed un- 
expected firmness, largely because it 
was reported there was a lack of 
ocenn tonnage. Mxport demand at the 
seabuard reflected this, it being stated 
that only 200,000 to 300,000 bushels 
had been moved because of scarcity 
vf vessel room. 

Wet weather over parts of the corn 
belt coupled with the strength in 
wheat helped corn values early, but 
later the offerings from the country 
increased and the market eased off. 

Advices which told of considerable 
damage and delay to oats threshing 
because of soaking rains, gave that 
cereal a firm undertone. 

Provisions were somewhat easier in 
sympathy with a decline in hog 
values.

Besides Mr. Harris’ address, the 
one-day meeting of operating execu- 
tires of the various textile mills 
throughout the state, was featured by 
a discussion of safety measures, com- 
pensation insurance, and a technical 
discussion of slashing and weaving. 

There are two and three-quarter 
million spindles in Georgia, and most 
of them were represented at the 
mecting, which was said to be one 
of the most successful in the history 
of the organization. 

The Cotton Textile institute, when 
it begins functioning properly soon. 
will mean that mills can run full 
time throughout the year, and that 
lInbor can be employed on a stable 
basis, Mr. Harris said. He added 
that at present it is impossible to con- 
trol the demand or the supply of cot- 
ton zoods, and wh..e the institute did 
not propose to tell any mill «when it 
eould operate, it intended to lay the 
facts before every mill owner and al- 


low him to use his own judgment on 
what to do. 

“All the cloth that is needed now- 
adays can be produced in 60 per cent 
of the time, whereas the other 40 per 
cent demoralizes the market, as it 
forces mills to close down, and _ to 
fight each other in selling. What we 
want to do’'is to run on a ful! time 
basis, so that the supply will meet the 
demand,” Mr. Harris declared.
